
Sphinx looks directly at Leo on the Equinox now, happens over a very short period once every 
26000 years (precession of the equinoxes). 




Great Pyramid is perfectly orientated N/S/E/W. The faces cut the zodiac up into quarters. Aquarius, 
Scorpio, Taurus and Leo. This is perfectly linked to medieval cathedrals that came later, shown as 
the four evangalists of Christ. There are many examples... 



unknown mediavel cathedral - Firstly you have Christ in the vesica piscis of Sacred Geometry. 
Secondly, you have Aquarius (the angel) over his right shoulder, Scorpio (always known as an eagle 
throughout the middle ages) over the left shoulder, Leo the lion under the right foot and Taurus the 
bull under his left foot. Look for the same depictions in the remaining images...
